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Keeneland 


HE inaugural meeting at Keeneland was suc- 

cessful to a degree which was most encour- 
aging to those who had a part in the creation and 
management of Lexington’s new non-profit rac- 
ing plant, and to all those whose principles of 
sportsmanship made them follow the meeting 
with great interest. According to the manage- 
ment (specifically, Roy Carruthers, Hal Price 
Headley, Major Louie A. Beard), there was only 
one day in which the track’s income did not run 
ahead of its budget of expenses. The one losing 
day was Friday, October 16, when weather con- 
ditions were extremely disagreeable. The dif- 
ference between receipts and expenses was slight 
even on that day. 

The crowds which attended Keeneland were 
larger than any which had ever attended a meet- 
ing at Lexington, in all probability; and certainly 
they were the largest crowds which ever paid 
their way into a Lexington track. By mutual 
consent the evil of the free pass has been done 
away with at Keeneland. The racing was of a 
higher class than had been seen at a Lexington 
fall meeting in many years, largely as a result of 
the cooperation of important Eastern stables. 
The greatest difficulty encountered resulted from 
the lack of cheaper horses. Racing Secretary 
Charles J. McLennan and, after his departure, 
Sidney Brown, were hard put to fill some of the 
programs, especially late in the meeting, and this 
situation undoubtedly kept down the mutuel 
handle to some extent. 

Most encouraging of all was the manner in 
which lovers of the Thoroughbred flocked to 
Keeneland from different parts of the country. 
The new track, a beautiful setting for the full 
enjoyment of a great sport, became at its very 
beginning the scene of a reunion. No more rep- 
resentative crowds were ever seen at a Lexing- 
ton track, we feel quite safe in saying. 

Presumably Keeneland may expect a very suc- 
cessful meeting next spring, since spring meet- 
ings at the old Kentucky Association track were 
usually much better than those held in the fall. 
We hope that the enthusiasm and cooperation 
manifested at the inaugural meeting will be con- 
tinued in the future, for Keeneland is still in the 


category of noble experiments. Its success may 
mean much to the development and the perma- 
nence of racing in America. Its failure, with the 


- consequent disparagement of the ideals which 


motivated it, would be a minor disaster. 
The Lexington Sales 


"Regehr strength was apparent in the 
bloodstock market during the sales at Lex- 
ington last week. Breeding stock and weanlings 
sold at prices 70 to 80 per cent above the level 
for the 1935 sales. Yearlings, strangely enough, 
were only 26 per cent above the average for the 
sales of last November. While this is a substan- 
tial gain it is not in keeping with the larger in- 
creases shown at Saratoga and in the market for 
breeding stock at Lexington. 

We have no very good explanation for the dif- 
ference between the market for broodmares and 
the market for yearlings, but we suspect that the 
owners of a large number of racing stables sim- 
ply overlooked an opportunity. When the sales 
opened the ringside seats were filled with many 
of the most important breeders in America, or 
their representatives. These men, accustomed to 
planning far ahead, were there to strengthen 
their breeding establishments against the heavy 
demands of the future. Yearling buyers, less 
foresighted, were not present in sufficient num- 
bers to absorb the unprecedented number of 
young animals offered. 

Last year 794 yearlings were sold at Saratoga 
and Lexington, and 31 per cent (246) of them 
were sold at Lexington. This year 808 head were 
offered, of which 43 per cent (351) were disposed 
of at Lexington. The average for the combined 
sales this year was $1,689.45, an increase of 37 
per cent over the average of $1,229.89 for the two 
sales series in 1935. 

We suggest to owners and trainers that they 
make it a part of their annual routine to attend 
the sales at Lexington, for they provide the best 
opportunity to purchase useful stock at low 
prices. One man, a resident of Ohio, came down 
to Lexington last week, spent one day, and for 
$5,425 obtained 19 yearlings and one weanling. 
He profited by the absence of others.

A STUD FARM DIARY 


By NOTHING VENTURE 


CTOBER 15. I rode up to the upper farm 

about dawn this morning to see how the 
weanling fillies were doing and to watch them 
go out. All the feed boxes—the night watchman 
feeds them at 4:30 a. m. now—were clean as a 
whistle and the water buckets showed that the 
youngsters were drinking as they should. The 
hay racks were appreciably depleted also. All 
of which indicates that we did right in separat- 
ing the youngsters into single stalls. I noticed 
a couple of them going after the round salt blocks 
which are in each feed box, and which do not get 
stuck in a corner for food to accumulate around. 
The weanlings went out into a couple of small 
handy paddocks and galloped around in good 
shape when loosened. From the upper farm I 
traveled to the training stable where the year- 
lings were working and saw a good-looking set 
of colts work an easy quarter-mile in pairs. They 
shape as though they would be ready for the 
asking of the important question very soon. 


OCTOBER 16. A dull, unpleasant sort of a day 
with rain in the offing. Drove around inspecting 
the mares this morning and found the 23 up at 
the upper farm deep in the woods and as som- 
nolent as aldermen. They certainly look as 
though the “cooling out” from grain feeding is 
doing them well. All the lot are supposedly in 
foal, and they show every indication of it. It is 
very quiet at the home farm now, for there is 
not a stall in use other than those occupied by 
the five saddle horses and the head sire. There 
are some 15 more mares down here, but they are 
in a big field below the buildings where they have 
the woods for shelter. The men are giving the 
place its final trimming up before the winter, 
getting all the cobwebs out of the corners and 
the grass trimmed, etc. 


OCTOBER 17. The yearlings got some exercise 
and breezing in the mud today for it rained 
heavily last night. Some trainers leave their 
horses in under such circumstances, or else they 
just gallop them. I recall the late John Gallaher 
having the best lot of mudders in the Middle 
West in days gone by, and he seemed to delight 
in breezing and working them in the bad going. 
Went racing this afternoon to see our Breeders’ 
Futurity run for but the bad going rather robbed 
the race of interest. Saw a horse that was badly 
cut down behind, so much so that the tendon had 
been stripped down and a pocket of useless skin 
was left. Discussing with the trainer the ad- 
visability of trying to sew the skin back, we 
came to the conclusion that it was best in such 
a case to cut the skin off completely and to let 
the leg grow a new skin. The loose skin would 
only become necrotic anyway, and it would be a 
worse mess in the long run. 


OCTOBER 18. Dodging showers this morning, I 
betook myself in the road cart on a drive around 
the farm, inspecting all the mares and wean- 
lings. One of the latter has developed an ar- 
thritis lameness and we have put her on iodide 
of potash, as well as on some salts mixture in 
order to cure the lameness, which has affected 
the shoulders worst, from within. The filly is 
getting some Gray’s Glycerine Tonic as well, and 
we are hopeful that she will throw off the trou- 
ble before long for she is one of the best-bred 
ones in the lot. The weanlings seem to be doing

very well, bar one or two which have not appre- 
ciated their single standard of living. The mares 
continue to do well out, and the longer we can 
leave them where they are the better it will suit 
our hay and feed supplies. Fall grasses are com- 
ing along well now in all the paddocks, and I see 
the farm crew is well along in the wheat planting. 


OCTOBER 19. This has been shipping day with 
us. First thing this morning we sent off three 
mares that had been sold in a van with a 600- 
mile trip ahead of them. They were well bedded, 
and plenty of hay was sent with them. Two are 
in foal and one is not and it’s a pretty long run 
for them, more of a run than I like as far as 
in-foal mares are concerned, though it’s all right 
for the barrens. These mares had to make the 
trip with nobody but the driver aboard the van, 
which is running a bit of a risk. It’s cheap in- 
surance to pay a man to ride with mares, for

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ENGLISH TURF TOPICS - 
Thankerton 


LONDON, OCTOBER 11. 

BOARD the S. S. American Trader, sailing 

from London on Friday next, October 16, 

will be Mrs. J. Shand’s 3-year-old colt Thanker- 

ton, a challenger for the Santa Anita Handicap 
to be run at Los Angeles next February. 


I have often been amused, and occasionally I 
have been impressed, by the manner in which 
the publicity department of Santa Anita executive 
“boosts” their big race. Mr. J. Shand, husband 
of the lady whose colors are carried by Thanker- 
ton, has entered into the spirit of the thing. He 
is something of a showman, having made his 
money out of greyhound racing in Liverpool, and 
the Los Angeles publicity chief could not have 
announced the departure of Thankerton with a 
greater flourish of trumpets. We were assured 
that ‘a great reception awaits the colt” on the 
other side, and a whole lot about special trains 
and special stables. As a crowning joke, Mr. Shand 
stated that, as he was anxious to have Thanker- 
ton back in England at the earliest opportunity 
in order that the horse could have a thorough 
preparation for the Ascot Gold Cup (what a 
hope!!), he was negotiating to have him carried 
from New York to London by the zeppelin, Hin- 
denburg! Mr. Shand didn’t say how the horse was 
to be landed in England—-whether he was to be 
pitched overboard into the Thames, or whether 
work was to be begun immediately on the in- 
considerable trifle of building a mooring mast in 
Hyde Park so that the giant German dirigible 
could land its precious freight! 

Cutting out the fancy stuff, you will no doubt 
be wondering what manner of horse we are send- 
ing to run for your $100,000 prize. Thankerton 
is a dark brown colt by the Derby winner, Manna, 
out of the Cambridgeshire winner Verdict, and 
is thus half-brother to the gallant filly Quashed, 
which was by Obliterated out of Verdict. 
Thankerton has run in eight races, and won one 
the Jersey stakes, run over seven furlongs and 
155 yards, at Ascot last June. He then beat the 
sprinting filly Veuve Clicquot (which was con- 
ceding 14 pounds) by three parts of a length. 
Big and gawky as a 2-year-old, Thankerton ran 
only twice, making no show behind Abjer, Mah- 
moud and company in the Middle Park Stakes 
at the Newmarket Second October meeting, nor 
in the big Kempton race won by Harina 10 days 
earlier. 

This year, the colt has had six outings. He 
finished third to Pay Up and Mahmoud in the 
Two Thousand Guineas; second to Taj Akbar 
(which gave 13 pounds) in the Chester Vase; 
third to Mahmoud and Taj Akbar in the Derby; 
winning at Ascot as stated; sixth of nine to 
Rhodes Scholar in the Eclipse Stakes at Sandown 
Park and fifth of 13 to Boswell in the St. Leger. 
It is a creditable record, but the really dis- 
tinguished performance was that in the Derby. 
There are many good judges who think that, 
had he been more judiciously ridden, he would 
have won the premier classic. The Irish jockey, 
T. Burns, sent the colt from about fifth place 
into a six-length lead as they rounded Tatten- 
ham Corner, and he came down the hill into the 
straight at an impossible pace. No horse could 
maintain such a cracker, and in the last two 
furlongs he fell easy prey to Mahmoud, though 
the fact that the race was run in record time was 
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- - - By The Briton 
entirely due to Thankerton. It is also to the 
credit of the Santa Anita challenger that three 
weeks later he was so little the worse for this 
ordeal on the board-hard Epsom going that he 
could score at Ascot—-the only member of the 
Derby field to raise a winning flag at the Royal 
meeting. 

In appearance, Thankerton does not impress. 
He has many good points, but he is altogether 
too much on the leg to make appeal from the 
show ring point of view. You would never im- 
agine that such a leggy horse could race round 
turns, yet he showed at Chester and Epsom that 
he is thoroughly adaptable to bends and gradi- 
ents. These are left hand tracks, and if the 
Santa Anita course is similar, I would advise 


_ paddock critics not to condemn the challenger 


because of his conformation, which will be a 
natural reaction when they get a view of him. 

If I were making a handicap of our 3-year-olds, 
to be run over 10 furlongs, I should place 
Thankerton about 10 or 12 pounds behind Rhodes 
Scholar, Mahmoud, Boswell, and Precipitation. 
I wish Mrs. Shand the best of luck in her ven- 
ture, and if the Los Angeles handicapper does 
not take too exalted a view of Thankerton’s 
ability, out colt will run well. But there are a 
few which I would have chosen in preference 
to the son of Manna to carry our flag. 

Gerald Armstrong, the young Middleham 
trainer who has had charge of Thankerton since 
his yearling days, is going over, with Mr. and 
Mrs. Shand, shortly after Christmas to super- 
vise the colt’s winding-up gallops. On the same 
boat will be Michael Beary, who is to ride. 
Beary is one of our most artistic jockeys and 
although he is now in the forties he is riding 
well. It is of interest to recall that he was as- 
sociated with the Cambridgeshire victory of 
Thankerton’s dam, Verdict, and the finish he rode 
on the late Lord Coventry’s mare to beat the 
great Epinard by a head was just about the 
finest bit of riding I have ever seen. Maybe 
Michael is not quite so strong these days, but 
we have no more stylish horseman in _ the 
country. 

It will be well known that Thankerton is 
stigmatized as half-bred, being beyond the pale 
in two lines of his pedigree—through Verdict and 
Shogun. Thus Thankerton would not be eligible 
for the American Stud Book, and the suggestion 
made by a writer here that, in the event of suc- 
cess at Los Angeles, he would be much sought 
after as a stallion by American breeders, is just 
mconshine. [So also is the whole Thankerton 
business, for he cannot even be raced in America.

Coronation events. The pleasure of the trip 
would be enhanced by seeing their colors carried 
in a few races on our tracks, and as there will 
assuredly be more big prizes than we have really 
good horses, there would be quite a fair chance 
of paying expenses. If the idea appeals to any 
of my readers, and if they care to write me 
care of THE BLOOD-HORSE, I shall be very pleased 
to supply particulars of races that would be 
likely to suit any horse they have in mind, and if 
they do not relish paying the fees charged by 
some of our “fashionable’’ trainers, I could 
recommend more economical but equally good 
stables. Just as a reminder—the Ascot Gold Cup 
nominations must be made to Messrs. Weatherby 
early in December. 


Early School 


AST week’s racing was not of the sort cal- 

culated to make history. We had a few 
minor trials for the Cesarewitch and Cambridge- 
sire, but the most interesting horse seen out was 
Lord Astor’s champion 2-year-old, Early School. 
He has saddled for the 1,000-sovereign Malton 
Plate (five furlongs) at the York meeting, and 
his only opponent was Prince Aly Khan’s moder- 
ate filly Mordkin. With odds of 20 to 1 laid on, 
Early School cantered home by 10 lengths, and 
he goes into winter quarters unbeaten in three 
races and favorite for the 1937 Derby. Lord 
Astor was no doubt wise in allowing Early School 
to have this easy race instead of opposing Foray 
at the Newmarket First October meeting. I am 
inclined to think that Early School would have 
beaten Marshall Field’s speedy colt, but it would 
probably have been a desperate affair, and might 
have left its mark on both youngsters. As it is, 
they retire after easy races, and full of zest for 
the business. This York outing, of course, showed 
us nothing beyond the fact that Early School is 
well, and we had ample opportunity of appre- 
ciating the beautiful action of the handsome 
son of Felstead. I am sure that he is a colt of 
exceptional ability, and I think he will be placed 
at the head of the Free Handicap by the Jockey 
Club handicapper, Mr. A. Fawcett. 

There is no page in the juvenile form book 
that makes brighter reading than the Ascot win 
of Early School in the Coventry Stakes. He 
then won in the readiest fashion by three lengths 
form Hesperus, with Solfo third, and Hartington, 
Goya II, Full Sail, Nexus, Fair Maud, and Nem 
Soha colt among the unplaced. Every one 
named is the winner of first class events. Such 
form is hall-marked with class, and whatever 
the result, of the Middle Park Stakes at New- 
market this week—-Perifox is the big tip for 
this event—-I think that Early School will be 
entitled to the season’s laurels. Unless Fred 
Darling’s Beckhampton stable shelters a better 
colt than has been shown up to date, it is prob- 
able that Gordon Richards will be the rider of 
Early School in his classic engagements. If the 
champion jockey can win his first Derby on a 
favorite owned by Lord Astor, the day’s cele- 
bration will rival those of the Coronation jtself. 
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RIVER DOWNS 
AMPERED all week by a track which ranged 
from muddy to slow, River Downs com- 
pleted its originally scheduled meeting on Octo- 


ber 24, had remaining the six days of the ex- 
tension which it asked for after the meeting 
began. Mud apparently failed to cut entries 
seriously, and few races went to post with fewer 
than eight starters; many ranged up to 10 or 
11. Most of the races, of course, were claiming 
events, for horses in classes ranging from $1,000 
to $2,500. Winners of non-claiming events dur- 
ing the week were F. H. Carpenter’s 2-year-old 
Over Play, by Sun Flag; Mrs. H. Kiser’s Remin- 
iscent, 3-year-old son of Chance Shot; I. J. Col- 
lins’ 4-year-old In Memoriam filly, Paradisical; 
L. K. Haggin’s maiden filly, Mary Soulard, by 
Display; M. T. Nelson’s Wise Beauty, Wise 
Counsellor juvenile filly; and Mrs. B. Franz- 
heim’s 3-year-old Silas, a Crucifixion gelding. 

Ohio’s racing season closes October 31, with 
the re-christened River Downs apparently an 
established part of the circuit, since the current 
meeting there seems a successful one. 


DON CREOLE SURPRISES 

Oddesa Farm Stable’s Don Creole (3-y-o, 114) 
was entered both for the Cincinnati Highweight 
Handicap ($2,500 added, all ages, 5'4 furlongs) 
on October 24, and for the fifth race on the same 
day. Trainer C. H. Smith decided to scratch him 
from the overnight event, send him out for the 
stakes. For 41, furlongs he must have regretted 
the decision, for at the eighth-pole Don Creole 
was fourth, three and a-half lengths behind the 


leader, Mrs. E. B. Carpenter’s Empty Bottle 
(3-y-o, 119). Then, under a stout drive by Glenn 
Fowler, Don Creole ran down the leaders, won 


by a length and a quarter, going handily. Empty 
Bottle saved second place by three lengths from 
Rockholme Stable’s Dora May (3-y-o, 113), which 
was a head in front of Mrs. J. Bronnenberg’s Odd 
Star (107). The others were Sweep Like (114), 
Mucho Gusto (126), Reminiscent (3-y-o, 111), 
and Toney Doo (105). The winner, at 15 to 1, was 
an outsider, but so well had weights been ar- 
ranged that there were four horses in the race 
whose odds ranged from 3-to-1 to 4-to-1. Time, 
72335, :47%5, 1:0025, 1:07, track good. Stakes di- 
vision, ‘$2, 075, $400, $200, $100.

Don Creole was purchased at the “Lexington 
Fall Sales of 1934 for $135, going to John Anhut, 
of Detroit, owner of the Imperial Stable. He 
started first, however, for the Northland Farm 
Stable (A. H. Pardo), was apparently sold pri- 
vately to the Oddesa Farm Stable (W. E. Irving). 
In 38 starts he has won 10 races, finished second 
seven times, third six times, and has earned 
$9,510. Silk Stockings is also dam of Don Vern 
(winner to seven, 1936) and Swagger Stick, win- 
ner up to five. Aralia won at two, and is also 
dam of the winners St. Jude (to eight), Little 
Ammie (18 wins), and Peter Stalwart, and the 
producer Genelucile. La Creole won, produced the 
winners Siglight, Don Creole, and Trepan.

THE CAMDEN DINNER 


HE fifth annual dinner of the Thoroughbred 

Club of America was held on the evening of 
Thursday, October 22, in the ball room of the 
Phoenix Hotel, Lexington, with former Senator 
Johnson Newlon Camden as the honored guest. 
Introduced by William Woodward, the 1935 guest 
of honor, “not as a senator, nor as a business 
man, nor even as a breeder, but rather in the 
light where I see him, a distinguished, courteous 
gentleman, and an honorable, patriotic man,” 
Senator Camden received from President Thomas 
Piatt the gold pin and scroll betokening life 
membership in the Thoroughbred Club. 

Nearly 300 guests were present at the dinner. 
At the speakers’ table with Toastmaster Frank 
B. Jones were Senator Camden, Mr. Woodward 
(guest of honor in 1935), Joseph E. Widener 
(guest of honor in 1933), Col. E. R. Bradley 
(guest of honor in 1932), Acting Governor Keen 
Johnson, Strickland Gillilan, Thomas Piatt, 
Bishop H. P. Almon Abbott, Mayor Neville Miller, 
of Louisville, and Mayor Reed Wilson, of Lex- 
ington. In tribute to the late Desha Breckin- 
ridge, the honor guest at the dinner in 1934, the 
group stood a moment in silence. 

Among the guests asked to stand for applause 
were Samuel D. Riddle, P. A. B. Widener, 
Beverley Broun, Walter J. Salmon, William B. 


Miller, Arnold Hanger, Col. M. J. Winn, Walter 
Donovan, H. W. Sage, Andrew G. C. Sage, 
Thomas J. Healey, J. Cal Milam, Major Louie A. 
Beard, Hal Price Headley, and several others. 


One of the entertainers was Eddie Miller, Lex- 
ington boy soprano, and Eddie so completely 
captured his audience that Thomas B. Cromwell 
started a fund to finance the youngster’s musical 
education and received several subscriptions be- 
fore the dinner was over. 

After the preliminary speeches by Mayor 
Wilson, Mayor Miller, Humorist Gillilan, and 
Lieutenant Governor Johnson, Senator Camden 
was introduced by William Woodward. Senator 
Camden complimented Mr. Woodward upon his 
rare success as a breeder, and the Thoroughbred 
Club upon its good work in cementing “the good 
fellowship and fraternal relations that should 
exist between all lovers of the Kingdom of the 
Horse.”’ With reference to Keeneland he said: 

This magnificent modern racing course is unique, in 
that the subscribers put their money into it without 
any expectation of financial return. It was done for 
the pure love of the Thoroughbred horse, and to pre- 
serve and perpetuate the thrilling and glorious tradi- 
tions that cluster about him. I may say also that they 
were actuated by the thought and sentiment that this 
exquisite country, the home of the Thoroughbred, 
should have this appropriate and fitting testimonial. 
Permit me to say also, we feel happy that Keeneland 
is not exclusively the property of Kentucky people. 
It is an enduring monument to the generous loyalty 
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and devotion of Turf lovers scattered throughout the 
broad land. Special commendation and gratitude is due 
to America’s honored and greatest racing family, one 
extending through three generations—the Whitneys, 
who are so ably and indefatigably aided by that intense 
lover of the horse, Major Louie Beard. And gratitude is 
due to all the other workers who have given so gen- 
erously of their time, labor, and resources. May I also 
include right here, and make honorable mention of 
Joseph E. Widener, another outstanding international 
sportsman. 


Senator Camden then summarized briefly the 
development of the Thoroughbred horse as a 
breed, and concluded: 


It is safe to say few of the breeders and certainly 
none of the laymen, realize the enormous, the incredible 
amount of patient labor, intelligent study, and the mil- 
lions of money used in the past 400 years to develop 
our wonderfully perfected type of horse. As a race 
course was indispensable in accomplishing this in the 
past, so it is equally needed now and will be in the 
future if we are to keep the breed from deteriorating. 
No man can tell by a visual examination that an animal 
has a weak heart, imperfect lungs, bad tendons and a 
weak, nervous system. The racecourse is the crucible 
wherein all defects of conformation, constitution, and 
infirmities of temper are searched out. 

My fellow members of the Thoroughbred Club of 
America, are we not proud that the Turf is a very 
ancient and honorable institution and that we are di- 
rect inheritors of this institution, all of the toil and 
treasure. of the intense and lasting enthusiasm, that 
the thrill and love of the equine contests have stirred 
in the pulses and hearts of our progenitors through 
the centuries? 

We should not forget that a solemn obligation goes 
with this priceless inheritance and exacts of us to hand 
on the torch, bright and undimmed, to guide those who 
are to follow us. To that end let us all very jealously 
guard that high honor and integrity which alone can 
hold and keep our structure from shipwreck and ruin. 

We should begin to implant this fundamental creed 
in the minds of our exercise boys, the attendants, the 
jockeys, trainers, and on up to the owners—for these 
are the foundation stones upon which our ancestors 
builded the magnificent sport that exists for us today. 

And now let me conclude, in begging each and every- 
one—to always keep this thought in mind and deter- 
mine to give full, unstinted, and vigilant cooperation, 
to the racing officials and executive managements, and 
to all who are the custodians of the welfare and des- 
tiny of the Turf. 


NEW YORK 


EMPIRE CITY 


HE New York racing season is now in its 

concluding week, with Empire City’s 12-day 
meeting coming to a close on October 31, bring- 
ing to an end the most successful season which 
racing in the Empire State has known in many 
years, or, as sports writers say, in “modern 
times.”” Fields have not been large at _ the 
Yonkers track, since there is comparatively little 
pressure for making “betting races,’’ and better 
racing has been the result, as at other New York 
tracks. 

Although favorites usually succeed more regu- 
larly at the New York ovals than at pari-mutuel 
tracks, last week at Empire City was an ex- 
ception. Eleven favorites won, in 36 races, or 
about 31 per cent. Eight odds-on choices went 
down before outsiders, so that whatever the fate 
of the horsemen at the Yonkers track, book- 
makers are apparently well supplied with ‘“get- 
away money” over the end of the season. Long- 
est price oi the week was P. Flato’s Voldear, 
50-to-1 choice which led for the entire distance 
of the second race, for maidens on October 22. 

On Octcber 23, the get of Reigh Count scored 
three successive victories. Mrs. John D. Hertz’s 
home-breds, Count Atlas and Her Reigh, won 
the fourth and fifth events, and Ascot Stable’s 
Count Tetrarch, bred by Mrs. Hertz, won the 
closing cvent. The race won by Count Atlas, 


open to horses of all ages at one mile and 70 
yards, drew five 2-year-olds, one 3-year-old. The 
older horse, Abbot’s Trick, was outrun all the 
way, finished a poor last. 

Arthur B. Hancock, leading breeder in 1935, 
must have been pleased with the week’s racing 
at Empire City. He had bred six of the 36 win- 
ners himself; four others were bred by Belair 
Stud, Wheatley Stable, or Marshall Field, all of 
whom breed their horses at Mr. Hancock's Clai- 
borne Stud, near Paris, Ky. 


PRIVILEGED SCORES AGAIN 


Victory in the Nayatt Handicap at Narragan- 
sett Park and in the Champagne Stakes at Bel- 
mont Park a week later, and his Futurity second 
placed Calumet Farm Stable’s Privileged defi- 
nitely among the leading 2-year-olds of the season. 
Confirmation of this placing came at Empire 
City October 24 in the Ardsley Handicap ($2,500 
added, 2-year-olds, 534 furlongs), when Privileged 
took up top weight of 126 pounds, ran down 
William Ziegler, Jr.’s, Zostera (109) in five swift 
furlongs, drew away at the finish to win by a 
half-length. Zostera, a John P. Grier colt, led 
past the eighth-pole, despite going wide into the 
stretch, and held on well to take second place. 
Three lengths behind him R. A. Mason’s Your 
Honor (110), a *Justice F. gelding, was third, 
a length in front of Mrs. Charlies S. Howard's 
Coramine (113), which had swerved in the 
stretch. Night Bud (113), Winning Chance 
(11012), and Baron Gray (109) completed the 
field. Time, :2315, :4735, 1:0915, track fast. 
Stakes division, $2,705, $500, $250, $125.

SEABISCUIT JUST GETS UP 

Mrs. Charles S. Howard’s Coramine disap- 
pointed her owner in the Ardsley Handicap, but 
the California spertswoman did not have long 
to wait for consolation. The next race, at Em- 
pire City on October 24, was the Scarsdale Han- 
dicap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, one mile 
and 70 yards), and the winner, after a desperate 
drive, was Mrs. Howard’s Seabiscuit (3-y-o, 116), 
a 12-to-1 outsider. 

Favorites in the race fared very poorly. Mrs. 
Ethel D. Jacobs’ Jesting (112), which got to the 
front after a half-mile, bore over going into the 
second turn, caused a jam in which Snow Fox 
(3-y-0, 116), the 3-to-1 favorite, was knocked 
back, cut down so badly that he was later 
destroyed. Another sufferer was Sgt. Byrne 
(119), split second-choice, which was running 
third when the crowding occurred. Emileo (3-y-o, 
116), which shared second regard, was forced 
back sharply when moving up near the turn. 
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Jesting seemed a certain winner, reaching the 
eighth-pole two lengths in front of the hard- 
running Piccolo (3-y-o, 10512), which carried 
the C. V. Whitney silks, with the third-place 
Wha Hae (3-y-o, 109) falling back. From sixth 
place came Seabiscuit, making up four lengths 
in the closing furlong, under a hard drive by 
Jockey J. Pollard. In the last strides the Hard 
Tack colt caught Jesting, won by a nose. Piccolo, 
gaining rapidly on Jesting, failed by a head to 
catch him, took third place three lengths in front 
of T. B. Townsend's Steel Cutter (106). In order 
followed Wha Hae, Prince Abbot (11214), Emileo, 
Esposa (115), Sgt. Byrne, Exhibit (113), with 
Snow Fox, pulled up, completing the field. Time,

amounts of breeders’ awards were not stated. 


THE JACOBS RECORD 


Last week THE BLOOD-HORSE credited Trainer 
Hirsch Jacobs with 150 winners for the year, 
through October 19, a new American record. 
Figures were taken from newspaper stories. On 
October 20, Trainer Jacobs was crediting himself 
with 149 winners, with New York Turf writers 
giving him but 148. Unimpressed with the exist- 
ing tangle, Daily Racing Form announced that 
the triumph of Wise Will, at Empire City on Oc- 
tober 22, brought the Jacobs total to 148. Since 
the Daily Racing Form publishes the American 
Racing Manual, its figures probably will be ac- 
cepted. 


FOREIGN 


FLARES WINS ORMONDE PLATE 

ILLIAM WOODWARD'S- American-bred 

Flares, brother to Omaha, won the Ormonde 
Plate, for 3-year-olds, one mile, worth about 
$3,000, at Newbury, Friday, October 23, beating 
Corpach, a Coronach colt which had won his last 
six previous races. Mr. Woodward's colt carried 
top weight of 136 pounds. It was the second suc- 
cess of the year for the son of Gallant Fox. Last 
spring he won the valuable Newmarket Stakes, 
1', miles. Recently he was second to Suzerain 
in the Newmarket St. Leger and second to Wych- 
wood Abbot (now recognized as the best miler in 
England) in the Champion Stakes, in which he 
finished ahead of the French champion Corrida 
and the good colt Montrose. 


NEW HAMPSHIRE 


ROCKINGHAM PARK CLOSES 


ND of the New Hampshire racing season 

came October 22, when Rockingham Park’s 
22 days of racing closed with an eight-race pro- 
gram featured by the Bennington Handicap. 
Supporting the feature was the overnight Frank- 
lin Handicap, in which Mrs. M. Farge’s Bubble- 
some proved a fairly easy winner. The Rocking- 
ham Park meeting, hampered occasionally by 
cold and rain, got a good closing week, with 
crowds ranging from 8,000 to 12,000, and with 
pari-mutuel play increasing correspondingly. 
Closing day, with a turnover of $302,158, brought 
the total wagering for the meeting to $5,244,058, 
an average of $238,366 daily. This was more 
than enough to make the meeting a successful 


_ one. The track got most of the horses which had 


been racing during the summer at Narragansett 
Park and Suffolk Downs, filled its races with no 
great difficulty, and offered a fair sort of sport, 
though perhaps a trifle overweighted in the di- 
rection of claiming events. 


ACCOLADE DRAWS OUT 

Closing stakes at Rockingham Park, on Oc- 
tober 22, was the Bennington Handicap ($5,000 
added, 3-year-olds and up, 14% miles). It drew 
a 10-horse field, proved a two-horse race. At 
the start T. S. and J. S. Mulvihill’s Mountainy 
Man (108) dashed away in front, with Sandy 
Boot (3-y-o0, 99) at his throat latch, Don Christ- 
mas’ Accolade (123) at his saddle cloth. In a 
half-mile, Sandy Boot was out of it, and Acco- 
lade had his head in front. As Jockey Robert 
Wholey gave the *Bright Knight gelding a 
breather on the back stretch, Jackson attempted 
to slip through on the rail with Mountainy Man, 
but Accolade drew out. The leader went a bit 
wide entering the stretch, and again Mountainy 
Man was driven at the gap. Accolade proved 
tco powerful, however, and pulled away through 
the stretch run to lead by two and a half lengths 
at the finish. From last place came Mrs. L. H. 
Ward’s Tugboat Frank (3-y-o, 103) to take third, 
a length farther back, beating by a head Weston 
W. Adams’ Gallant Gay (3-y-0, 109), which had 
been well placed throughout. The others were 
Sandy Boot, Howard (118), Rip Van Winkle 
(102'.), Reminding (3-y-o, 108), Chancing (110), 
and Watersplash (98). The winner was a strong 
second choice; Reminding, the favorite, was 
never in the running. Time, :25, :49%5, 1:1415, 
1:3924, 1:5144, track fast. Stakes division, $4,110, 
$1,000, $500, $200.

KEENELAND CLOSES 

UCCESSFUL beyond the hopes of its officials, 

Keeneland’s inaugural meeting closed October 
24, with some 9,000 persons in attendance. Bet- 
ting, running slightly above $75,000, was the 
highest of the meeting, and the venture, already 
assured of a slight profit, gained still further. 

Keeneland officials were not greatly interested 
in the margin of profit, beyond seeing that it was 
enough to indicate that central Kentucky racing 
patrons were sufficiently in sympathy with the 
purposes of the organization to give it adequate 
support. Although four of the nine days suf- 
fered from cold and unpleasant weather, attend- 
ance held on well, with generous crowds out on 
the four days on which stakes were offered. And 
attendance at Keeneland meant support, since 
passes were issued only to those whose duties 
brought them there. 

Early in the meeting, reports appeared in New 
York racing papers that the Keeneland meeting 
would result in a heavy financial loss. Origi- 
nators of these reports apparently forgot that, 
thanks to voluntary offers of service from local 
horsemen, and to the American Turf Association’s 
generosity in furnishing a number of “key” men 
already on yearly salaries, Keeneland had only 
the lightest of salary burdens. Apparently, also, 
they forgot that the paid attendance and club 
house memberships, went a very long way to- 
ward meeting expenses, leaving the totalizator 
turnover where officials wanted it, in second 
place. Possibly they even forgot that Keeneland 
had spent very little for publicity. 

Keeneland, at any rate, succeeded better than 
its friends had hoped. It was short on cheap 
distance horses, and there were probably more 
sprints than its officials liked. But the class of 
racing was very good, the sport was very form- 
ful (43 per cent of the favorites winning), and 
the atmosphere and tone, and the way in which 
patrons received the programs, were calculated 
to put racing on a very firm foundation. 

Actual figures showed a total paid attendance 
of about 25,000, exclusive of several hundred club 
house memberships; showed wagering of $534,- 
497, a daily average of $59,389. Closing day 
brought the highest turnover, $78,564. Present 
plans call for an 11-day spring meeting next 
year, probably in April. 


Planned as an end-of-the-season event for the 
most capable entire horses and mares, over a 
true distance, the first running of the Breeders’ 
Stakes ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 14 
miles) came at Keeneland on October 21. Such 
entries as Granville and Discovery had gone out 
of training for the season, and Memory Book 
(3-y-0, 112), Wise Bessa (112), Tatterdemalion 
(121), and Maple Ricca (112) seemed all that 
would start. Down from Jamaica, however, came 
Mrs. John D. Hertz’s Count Arthur, capable win- 
ner of the Continental Handicap at that track 
on October 17. Under his light burden of 115 
pounds (the Breeders’ Stakes is under lintited 
handicap conditions, weights ranging from 112 
to 132 pounds), Count Arthur seemed such an 
overwhelming choice that Tatterdemalion and 
Maple Ricca declined the issue. 

To the post went Count Arthur at 1 to 5, with 
Sammy Renick in the saddle. He dashed to the 
front after a delay of only a few seconds at the

post. Just past Keeneland’s fine club house John 
Gilbert shot forward on Memory Book, was get- 
ting into the clear as he passed the stand and 
went into the first turn. Through the back 
stretch he increased his lead, turned into the 
stretch leading by two lengths. Count Arthur’s 
expected burst of speed did not come, and the 
Greentree Stable colt drew away steadily, won 
by four lengths under a pull. Wise Bessa, owned 
by H. G. Shoemaker, utterly outclassed, finished 
12 lengths farther back. Time, :24245, :48%, 
1:1235, 1:3815, 2:04, track fast. Stakes division, 
$4,350, $750, $300.

MYRTLEWOOD’S LAST 


Two of the finest sprinting fillies of recent 
years are Brownell Combs’ Myrtlewood, John 
Hay Whitney’s recently purchased Miss Merri- 
ment. It had been announced, when Miss Merri- 
ment raced in the New Rochelle Handicap, then 
under the silks of Victor Emanuel, that it would 
be her last race. It had been supposed also that 
Myrtlewood’s hollow triumph in the Ashland 
Stakes at Keeneland would be her last appear- 
ance under colors. But when John Hay Whitney 
purchased the High Time mare, it was decided 
to send the two against each other on Keene- 
land’s closing day, October 24. Such a match had 
been suggested earlier, in one case by a track 
which offered to put up $3,000 for the event. 
Over Keeneland’s non-profit track the two went 
postward with a beautiful trophy cup as the 
only prize of victory. Each carrying 118 pounds, 
they were started almost immediately from the 
six-furlong marker. 

When the flag fell, Miss Merriment had about 
a neck the better of it. Down the back stretch 
they hammered together, the High Time mare 
still holding a slight lead. Nearing the turn 
Miss Merriment came over slightly, was quickly 
straightened by Jockey Johnny Gilbert. Starting 
into the turn, George South suddenly swung his 
bat. Myrtlewood, stung by the lash, shot away 
from Miss Merriment. The race, effectually, was 
over, and when Myrtlewood turned into the 
stretch, leading by almost two lengths and gain- 
ing, Gilbert gave up a hopeless battle. Myrtle- 
wood galloped to the finish, a slow last quarter 
cutting the time to 1:114, over a track labeled 
fast, but not in its best condition. The fractions 
were :2224, :46, 1:1145. 

On the lawn beside the club house, a few 
moments later, President Hal Price Headley pre- 
sented to Owner Brownell Combs the handsome 
cup, wrought in 1815, which Keeneland Associa-

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tion had added, spoke briefly of the sportsman- 
ship which had prompted the match, thanked 
Mr. Combs for his part in it. Doing his best not 
to appear as elated as he felt, Mr. Combs ac- 
cepted the trophy, hurried off to show it to 
Myrtlewood. 


ALMAHURST “BREAKS” 

Almahurst Stud, Jessamine County, Kentucky, 
home of such famous trotters as Peter Volo, 
Greyhound, Reynolda, and Lydia Knight, will be- 
come an exclusively Thoroughbred stud, accord- 
ing to Almahurst’s owner, Henry H. Knight. Mr. 
Knight announced on October 24 that the entire 
Standardbred holdings of his farm would be dis- 
persed by public auction next month, and that 
his breeding interests thereafter would be con- 
fined exclusively to Thoroughbreds. Mr. Knight 
is president of the Kentucky Trotting Horse 
Breeders’ Association and a member of the board 
of directors of the Hambletonian Society. He and 
his family have been connected with Standard- 
bred breeding for many years. 

Almahurst Stud has not been without its as- 
sociations with the Thoroughbred branch of the 
industry. Sanford Stud Farm a few years ago 
boarded a large number of Thoroughbreds there, 
and the Kentucky Derby winner George Smith 
was once in the stud there. Brown Bud, winner 
of the Travers Midsummer Derby, Miller Stakes, 
and Maryland Handicap, was foaled at Alma- 
hurst. Possible, dam of Bold Venture, is there 
now, having been purchased by Mr. Knight in 
1935. Mr. Knight’s uncle, Dixie Knight, bred the 
great Exterminator, and Claude, winner of 32 
races and four Derbys, and famous for his dura- 
bility and his ability to ship to all parts of the 
country without staleness, was bred at Alma- 
hurst by William Knight. 

Mr. Knight bought eight mares from the Lex- 
ington Fall Sales, and he already owned a num- 
ber of Thoroughbred mares. Marvin Childs will 
continue as manager at Almahurst. 


LEXINGTON STAKES 

First running of the Lexington Stakes ($2,500 
added, 2-year-olds, six furlongs), at Keeneland 
on October 24, resulted in an easy victory for 


the favored entry of Manhasset Stable’s White 
Tie (117) and Greentree Stable’s Tattered (117). 
Both were late comers to the races, not start- 
ing until late September; each had won a pre- 
vious start at Keeneland. As the race went, 
the entry justified the 3-to-5 backing it received. 

J. W. Parrish’s Proph (117) went to the front 
at the start, but was soon caught by White Tie, 
as the High Time colt showed excellent early 
speed. After a quarter-mile it was apparent that 
White Tie would win it, for Jockey J. Cowley, 
not urging his mount, was in front by three 
lengths. Proph, now second, lost this position to 
Lucky Ducky (114) after a half-mile, regained 
it entering the stretch. Shandon Farm Stable’s 
Quincy (117), a *Teddy gelding, trailed the field 
for a half-mile, went wide on the turn, then 
closed with a fine burst of speed. Though unable 
to menace the winner, which coasted to the 
finish in hand to win by two lengths, Quincy 
succeeded in displacing Proph for second place 
by two and a half lengths. Hal Price Headley’s 
Old Nassau (117), which had lost some ground, 
was fourth, two lengths farther back, a similar 
distance ahead of Tattered (117), which had 
difficulty getting into his stride. Lucky Ducky 
and Perlette (114) followed him in order, the 
latter having been knocked back entering the 
stretch. From first to sixth, there was an 
approximate distance of two lengths between 
each position.

LAUREL PARK 

OW in its concluding week of racing, Laurel 

Park completed its first 19 days on October 
24, with a double stakes program, the Selima 
Stakes and Maryland Handicap coming up for 
cecision. Supporting the stakes events were an 
allowance race, won by Walter M. Jeffords’ Man 
o’ War colt, Matey, and an overnight handicap, 
in which E. Kane’s Moon Side, by Broadside, was 
the winner. Fervid, by Dunlin, winner of the 
first race, was a third of the tribe of Fair Play 
to score during the Saturday racing, while Flora- 
dora, winner of the Maryland Handicap, was out 
of a mare by My Play. Talma Dee and Flora- 
dora, both daughters of *Bull Dog, won the 
two stakes. 

Better weather during the week brought out 
good crowds, with good racing being the rule. 
An exception came on October 22, when almost 
everything happened that could. In the steeple- 
chase four horses either went down or lost their 
riders. Most seriously injured was G. Walker, 
who went to a hospital with a possible fractured 
skull. Only two favorites, few seconds choices 
could get home. In the third race the well played 
Top Dog flattened out to finish eighth after 
entering the stretch in first place, was found 
to have bled. Harry Richards, who rode Top Dog, 
was set down for the rest of the meeting for his 
ride in the earlier stages of the race. To com- 
plete the picture, the well supported Lee Laffoon 
was left at the post in the last race. Laurel 
Park, however, got most of its bad luck on the 
same day, and racing during the rest of the 
week was enjoyable and reasonably formful. 

After the current week, Maryland racing moves 
to Pimlico, where a nine-day program begins on 
November 2, runs through Armistice Day. 


*RIOTER WINS CHEVY CHASE 

It apparently takes Bushranger to lower the 
colors of Thomas Hitchcock’s *Rioter, for, ex- 
cepting for the two occasions when he has met 
the Widener jumper, *Rioter is undefeated. There 
was no Bushranger in the Chevy Chase Steeple- 
chase Handicap ($2,500 added, 3-year-olds and 
up, about two miles) at Laurel Park October 
21, and *Rioter (160), a 35-to-100 favorite 
despite weight concessions of 19 to 25 pounds, 
won almost as Rigan McKinney pleased. Held 
in second place for the first circuit of the course, 
*Rioter went easily to the front, won by two 
lengths with something in reserve. He had

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NARRAGANSETT PARK OPENS 

AST chapter of New England racing this 

season opened at Narragansett Park, most 
prosperous of the new tracks, on October 23. 
The meeting there, the third held at Narragan- 
sett Park this year, will finish the season for 
New England, and in fact for all racing north 
of Maryland. 

Opening day struck raw, cloudy weather. 
About 7,500 persons were out, and the betting 
totaled $250,333. Nearly twice as many came 
out on the following day, the first Saturday of 
the meeting, wagered $421,477. Large for most 
tracks, these figures are small for Narragansett 
Park, and the fall session there is usually the 
least profitable. However, it was expected that 
an extension would be announced, with Novem- 
ber 12 and 13 added as charity days, and Novem- 
ber 14 (Saturday) as an extra day for the 
association. 

Three stakes are scheduled for the current 
week. On October 28, the New England Futurity, 
for 2-year-olds at a mile and 70 yards, and with 
$25,000 added, was the feature. Two days later, 
the Wampanoag Claiming Stakes engages 3-year- 
olds and up over 1 1-16 miles, with $1,500 in 
added money. On Saturday, October 31, the 
New England Handicap, also for 3-year-olds and 
up, at 14% miles, will be run. 


CHANCING’S AUTUMN HANDICAP 

A field composed chiefly of horses which have 
run to be claimed at $3,500 to $4,500 contested 
the Autumn Handicap ($3,500 added, 3-year-olds 
and up, 1 1-16 miles) at Narragansett Park 
October 24. The winner, after a long game 
drive, was Phil Bieber’s Chancing (114), which 
had won the General Green Handicap at Rock- 
ingham Park a week earlier, had tried again 
unsuccessfully in the Bennington Handicap at 
Rockingham Park on closing day, October 22. 
Despite this severe racing, Chancing held on

TANFORAN 

HIPMENTS from Eastern tracks have given 

Tanforan an increased number of horses, and 
the meeting there is apparently receiving ex- 
cellent support. In 1935 pari-mutuel turnover 
averaged something above $100,000 daily. This 
year the average off-day play is running from 
$120,000 to $130,000, with Saturdays going over 
$200,000. Unless bad weather strikes the end 
of the meeting, now about half over, it seems 
that the San Bruno track may have the best 
session of its history. 

Of interest to eastern race followers last week 
was the second comeback of Neil S. McCarthy’s 
Tick On, 7-year-old On Watch stallion, which 
has out two crops of foals. In his first start 
at Tanforan the 1931 Hopeful Stakes winner was 
second, not quite lasting, but in his second at- 
tempt, a six-furlong overnight handicap, he 
picked up 15 pounds and won off by himself, from 
a field which included Grog, Lady Florise, and 
Ariel Cross. The latter, under 123 pounds, ran 
as if short. 

Of interest last week in California was a signed 
editorial by J. W. Marchbank, Tanforan’s owner. 
In his Daly City Record, Mr. Marchbank wrote: 

Encouragement of breeding is a fine thing, as is help 
to infant industries. But there comes a day when either 
of the two things goes too far. Too many California- 
bred races crowd out good horses foaled in one of the 
other ‘nal states and make the sport decidedly pro- 
vinci 

My. idea is we should breed horses good enough to 
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meet the best reared in Kentucky, Maryland, 
Australia, England, or any other place. . 

Sometimes I think France has been held back by the 
plentitude of events for French-breds. .. . 

It is some accomplishment to have a colt of suf- 
ficient class to beat your neighbor's colt, but it is a 
much more thrilling one to own one fast and game 
enough to lead a “foreigner” to the imaginary wire.

STUD NEWS 


NEW CALIFORNIA STUD 


EPPO MARX and Barbara Stanwyck, of the 

Hollywood movie colony, are the principals 
in an organization which is setting up a Thor- 
oughbred breeding farm near Van Nuys, Calif., 
about 20 miles from Hollywood. Harry S. Hart, 
recently resigned as trainer and manager of the 
Le Mar Stock Farm Stable, has been made 
managing director of the organization, and last 
week he was in Lexington buying horses which 
will constitute the nucleus of the stud. 

According to Mr. Hart, the land, 170 acres, 
has already been purchased, and it will be de- 
veloped as a ranch for the breeding, training, and 
sale of Thoroughbreds. The completed plant is 
to include a training barn, six-furlong training 
track, barns for broodmares, stallions, and year- 
lings, and an isolation barn. Sufficient money 
has been allotted, Mr. Hart said last week, to 
make the stud one of the most complete in 
California. 

As a Stallion for the new stud, Mr. Hart last 
week at Lexington purchased The Nut, young 
son of Mad Hatter——* Afternoon, by *Prince Pala- 
tine, from the consignment of the Warm Stable, 
paying $3,100. He has also bought, either at the 
sale or privately in Kentucky, four mares, three 
weanlings, and 14 yearlings. These were to be 
shipped to California immediately. 

A deal is now pending by which the stallion 
Saxon, sire of King Saxon, and nine mares may 
be transferred to the new organization. 

Mr. Hart stated that the organization would 
confine its activities chiefly to breeding, board- 
ing, and training, and that it would race nothing, 
except pending the sale of the stock raced. 
Everything on the farm will be for sale. Year- 
lings will be broken and offered for sale. The 
yearlings just purchased in Kentucky will not be 
taken to the farm, which is not yet properly 
equipped, but will go to the Pomona, Calif., 
fair grounds track, to be broken and placed on 
display for sales purposes. 

Mr. Hart, who expected to leave Lexington 
this week with Mrs. Hart to take over the 
management of the farm, was well pleased with 
the prospects of success for the venture. 


“The land is unusually good,” he said, “and 


is located near Los Angeles and Hollywood. And 
in my estimation these stallions and mares will 


be as good as, if not better than, anything that 
has been in California in many years.’

When the American Merchant ship American 
Banker docked at New York Tuesday she carried 
a valuable cargo of horseflesh, in fact, the most 
valuable lot of stock to come over in one ship 
in many a day. Jack Hare, veteran of 25 years 
of ocean travel, was in charge of the lot, all 
of which shipped in excellent shape. 

Attracting the most attention for the many 
visitors was the French sire *Aethelstan, brought 
over by the Maryland syndicate of Mrs. R. H. 
Heighe, Labrot & Co., Major Ral Parr, Howard 
Bruce, Chester F. Hockley, and A. G. Vanderbilt. 
The big bay was as quiet and unconcerned as an 
old sheep, showing his good disposition by yawn- 
ing in the faces of the flashlight pictures. In the 
next box to *Aethelstan, which left by van for 
the Holly Beach Farm of the Labrots in Mary- 
land, was a big grey ’chasing prospect, *Golden 
Fairy, by Golden Boss, consigned to Jim Ryan of 
Pennsylvania. Across the deck was a line of 
fillies and mares of different owners. Joseph E. 
Widener’s Lorette VII, barren to Blenheim and 
by Sunstar, went to the Blue Grass, as did 
all of the breeding stock. J. H. Whitney’s Phal- 
arita, by Phalaris, and Mablonde, by *Dis Donc, 
have come over for breeding purposes.

Mr. Midkiff has a number of horses in training 
with Howard Wells, but the only broodmare he 
has at present is the former good race mare 
Shaker Lady, which has a weanling filly by 
*Royal Minstrel. His racing stock will winter 
at Keeneland, except for a few head which may 
be sent South. A few fillies probably will be 
added to the list of broodmares next spring. 
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LEXINGTON FALL SALES 


J. TRANTER’S fall sales, held last week at 

» at the Lexington Sales Paddock, continued 
through five morning and four evening sessions, 
from Monday, October 19, through Friday, Oc- 
tober 23, excepting Thursday night. The bidding 
of the first morning was a distinct surprise, the 
prices being higher than even optimists had ex- 
pected. At subsequent sessions the market settled 
down, and as the week wore on the impression 
became general that the market was weakening. 

The sale as a whole, however, was quite satis- 
factory. Mr. Tranter, in a short speech before 
the close of the auctions on Friday night, ex- 
pressed his thanks to the buyers, declared himself 
pleased with the sale. 

It was the impression of THE BLOOD-HORSE 
that the market, though generally strong, was 
somewhat spotty. Last year there was not a 
single horse passed out of the ring without a 
bid; this year there were several. By-bidding ap- 
peared much more frequent than in previous 
years at Lexington, and there were quite a few 
horses which were knocked down without chang- 
ing owners.

The evening sessions were confined to year- 
lings, but ail sorts of stock, including yearlings, 
were disposed of at the morning sessions. From 
the final figures it appeared that if the market 
had developed a weakness, it was in the yearling 
division. For while broodmares were gaining 80 
per cent over the 1935 average, weanlings 72 
per cent, and horses in training (including all 
2-year-olds sold) 91 per cent, the gain in the 
yearling average was only 26 per cent. At 
Saratoga in August yearling prices were 58 per 
cent higher than at Saratoga in 1935. In com- 
parison with this rise and in comparison with the 
prices for other stock at Lexington, the year- 
ling market in Kentucky was surprisingly weak.

Llangollen Stables disposed of 
seven for $8,375, average $1,196.43. W. R. Coe 
and various partners got $11,925, average 
$1,192.50, for 10 head. W. S. Kilmer’s 24 mares 
went for $28,250, average $1,177.08, and the 30 
horses in the Archwood Manor dispersal brought 
$33,125, average $1,104.17. Highest average for 
a consignment composed exclusively of yearlings 
was that of the Greenwich Stud, which obtained 
$6,625 for seven yearlings, average $946.43. 

The totals and averages given in this issue in- 
clude five resales for a total of $1,325. (One 
other horse offered for resale was passed out 
without a bid.) If the resales were left out of 
the picture, the totals for the sale would be 627 
head, $410,195, and the average $654.22. 

As a race horse Whiskaway was once sold by 
H. P. Whitney to C. W. Clark for a reported price 


of $125,000. Last week, aged 17, he was sold for 
$125. 

David W. Butler won a race at Keeneland with 
Screen and bought a few yearlings at Lexington 
last week. He is a motion picture director (of 
Shirley Temple, among others). 


Neil S. McCarthy, Los Angeles attorney, polo- 
ist, breeder, and racing enthusiast, and young 
Ed Janss, Jr., came in together from California 
and bought several head. Mr. McCarthy wanted 
mares to mate with Tick On. Mr. Janss is build- 
ing his stud around Boxthorn, young Blue Lark- 
spur horse which he expects to retire after rac- 
ing him at Santa Anita this winter. The 13 head 
they bought were shipped October 24 along with 
24 of the horses purchased by Mrs. Vera S. Bragg 
from A. B. Gordon several weeks ago, the entire 
shipment occupying three cars. Young Mr. Janss, 
as usual, accompanied the horses. 


Valdina Farms shipped to the ranch in Texas 
the 11 horses they bought at the sale and 18 
others which had been located temporarily at 
Lexington. They went out October 26, in two 
cars. G. Ray Bryson’s purchases were shipped 
Sunday to Timonium, Md. 

The largest amount of money spent by an in- 
dividual at the sales was $23,050, paid by Val- 
dina Farms (E. F. Woodward) for 11 head, 
mares and yearlings. Mr. Woodward has been 
one of the largest buyers of bloodstock in recent 
years, and now has 70-odd broodmares and one 
of the largest strings of horses in training. The 
horses bought at the sale last week, along with a 
number which had been purchased previously, 
were shipped from Lexington to Valdina Farms 
in Texas last week. 

Thomas B. Cromwell, acting as agent for sev- 
eral buyers, bought 43 horses for $31,480. His 
clients were mostly in the East, he said. He sent 
eight mares to Roger Gillis, Del Rio, Texas, to 
be used for breeding cow ponies. He sent the 
yearling filly by Boatswain—-Painted Lady to 
Mrs. Mary H. Jelks, Vail, Ariz. He is offering 
the stallion Dark Hero for sale and has arranged 
to stand him at Thomas Piatt’s Brookdale Farm 
if he is not sold. 

Henry Knight, of Chicago, who has announced 
his intention of selling off his Standardbred stock 
and going into Thoroughbred production exclu- 
sively at his Almahurst Farm, a few miles from 
Lexington on the Harrodsburg Pike, bought eight 
mares for $14,000. Possible, dam of the 1936 
Kentucky Derby winner Bold Venture, is already 
one of the tenants at Almahurst. 

Pat Murnan, of Columbus, Ohio, got into the 
bidding the last day, bought 19 yearlings, one 
weanling, which he had shipped to Latonia to be 
trained. The 20 cost him $5,425. G. R. Bryson, 
of Baltimore, got 14 head for $6,950. Richard N. 
Vestal, of Texas, took nine head for $4,575. 
Among the several Detroit bidders the largest 
buyers were James R. Collins, who got 12 head 
for $3,775, and Oddesa Farms, which obtained 
the same number for $8,700. Mr. Collins, presi- 
dent of Jimmy Collins Chevrolet Sales, Inc., owns 
the Collinsbrook Breeding Farms, 120 acres, near 
Anchorville, Mich. Harry McDonald, of Toronto, 
who THE BLOOD-HORSE understands was buying 
for George M. Hendrie, got six head for $5,025. 

John Muth, of Lexington, who specializes in 
buying and selling the lower grades of Thorough- 
breds, sat at the ringside with Gen. Juan Azca- 
rate, military attache of the Mexican embassy at 
Washington, and waited patiently for the prices 
to come down to his level. Thursday morning he 
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announced across the arena to Mr. Tranter, “This 
is my day.’”’ When the sales were over 25 horses 
had been knocked down to him for a total of 
$4,030. Fourteen of these, including the stallion 
United Verde, were for the Mexican government. 
Mr. Muth also bought the mares Tip Top and 
Calypso for John J. Budd, of California, and they 
were shipped along with the stock James P. 
Headley bought for Joe E. Brown. Dont Ask Me, 
a mare from the Brookmeade Farm consignment, 
was purchased for S. K. Johnston, of Chat- 
tanooga, Tenn.

nobody can tell when they’ll throw a car-fit or 
get thrown down when one of these fancy drivers 
cuts in close. After these had left we sent a 
mare and foal to the railroad for a 1,500-mile trip 
by freight. They went alone also, but they had a 
barrel of water fixed in the corner. The car was 
divided in half to make a big box stall. Also they 
were well and solidly built in with two-by-sixes, 
and two bales of hay were packed in front of 
them, with the wires taken off. Shipping by the 
B. & O., they had the advantage of an excellent 
livestock department, which keeps close tabs on 
them when requested to. 


OCTOBER 20. Today the blacksmith has had in 
all the mares whose foals were weaned and he 
now has half of them shod. They all needed some 
attention and all seem to be doing splendidly as 
far as bodily condition goes. If the present good 
weather continues they will be out there for 
some time yet. The weanlings, too, seem to be 
shaping up as they should. All but a very few 
are thriving splendidly. Yesterday the black- 
smith took the shoes off the saddle ponies, for it 
is school time again and their young riders have 
to heed the call of the classroom. The ponies 
now have tips on in front and they are bare be- 
hind and are turned out all day, getting a modi- 
cum of grain. 


OCTOBER 21. We've a new Stallion here today 
and there’s plenty of attention for him. All the 
farm finds business for a few minutes at the stud. 
The sire, a perfect gentleman in every respect, 
yawningly takes it all as his due. On arrival 
late last night he inspected his new quarters, and, 
finding them suitable, lay down and slept for a 
few hours in perfect peace. He's entitled to rest 
after an arduous trip. This morning he was led 
around his new paddock and turned loose for a 
run which he enjoyed.
